SIR, 

In conformity with the seventh section of the Scottish 
Registration Act, 17 and 18 Vict. cap. 80, I submitted, on the 
close of the year 1864, a general abstract of the births, deaths, 
and marriages registered in Scotland during that year. I have 
now the honour to forward to you my Detailed Report for 
the same year, with relative Tables. 

During 1864 trade was prosperous, money plentiful, pro- 
visions cheap, abundant, and good, and all manufactures, the 
cotton included, were in full operation. The natural consequence 
was, that marriages rose high above their average, and the births 
were more numerous than during any previous year. 

To counterbalance this favourable state of matters, the 
deaths were high above the mean of former years, and an epidemic 
of Fever prevailed generally over the country. 

In my last Report I directed your attention to the investi- 
gations made regarding the influence of marriage on the mortality 
of the male in Scotland. ‘The facts ascertained for 1863 were 
‘so startling and unexpected, that I directed the investigation to 
be continued for the year 1864; and 1 have now the pleasure of 
laying before you the results of the two years’ investigations,

which corroborate each other on every important point. They 
prove that at every period of life the mortality of the married 
men is much less than that of the unmarried. 

As the year 1864 completes the first decennial period since 
the Registration Act came into operation, I directed that this 
Report should contain a summary of the registrations for these 
ten years. A decennial period gives a good general idea of the 
vital statistics of a population, especially when all the facts are 
so carefully collected as they are in Scotland. The ten years’ 
summary shows the mean birth, death, and marriage-rates, and 
will serve as a valuable standard of reference for future years. 
Tables are also prepared to show the death-rates of each disease 
during the above period, not only for Scotland, but for its three 
ereat groups of districts—the Insular, the Mainland-Rural, and 
Town Districts. 

The state of elementary education, as exhibited in the pro- 
portions of men and of women who were able to sign their 
names at marriage, continues to be satisfactory, though the 
number able to write was slightly lower than during the previous 
year. This might have been expected, seeing that the increase 
in the number of marriages was confined to the lower classes. 
As it was, only 11:4 per cent. of the men, and 23°8 per cent. 
of the women who married were obliged to sign by mark, from 
— being unable to write.

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REPORT TO THE REGISTRAR-GHNERAL, 


BY JAMES STARK, M.D., F.R.S.E, 


SIR, 


Tre year 1864, to which this Report refers, was the tenth year 
since the Registration Act came into operation, and births, deaths, and 
marriages were both absolutely and relatively more numerous in Scotland 
during that year than during any of the years of which we have certain 
records. During that year, trade was active, money was plentiful, the whole 
of the working classes were in full employment, while provisions were 
moderate in price and good in quality. Under-these favourable conditions 
marriages rose higher than they had ever previously done; and as this was 
the second year during which a high marriage-rate prevailed, it naturally 
accounts for the high birth-rate which followed. 

Unfortunately, however, a high death-rate also prevailed, and this not 
specially attributable to any one disease, but to an increased mortality from

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all diseases. For the first time, also, for the previous ten years, an epidemic 
of Fever was widely spread over the country, and contributed to swell the 
number of deaths. 

Ags a-ten years’ average gives a good idea of the vital statistics of a 
population, of the average proportion of births, deaths, and marriages, and 
of the diseases which prevail, there will be included in this Report asummary 
of the facts ascertained relative to these events during the ten years 1855 to 
1864 inclusive, and such additional tables will be added as will serve to 
illustrate the subject. 

The population of Scotland to the middle of the year 1864 may be 
estimated at 3,118,701 persons, of whom 1,474,018 were males, and 1,644,683 
females. Of these, 158,864 were inhabitants of the Insular, 1,779,786 of 
the Mainland-Rural, and 1,180,051 of the Town Districts. (Table II.)

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BIRTHS. 


112,333 births were registered in Scotland during the year 1864, being 
in the proportion of 363 births in every ten thousand persons of the esti- 
mated population. This is the highest proportion of births which has 
occurred since 1855, the mean of the nine previous years having been only 
342 births in every ten thousand persons of the estimated population. 

This increased proportion of births is naturally accounted for as being 
the result of the increased number of marriages which occurred during the 
years 1863 and 1864. A like increase in the proportion of both births and 
marriages was noticed in England during the same years; and it can scarcely 
be doubted that the general prosperity of the country, by inducing the 
working classes to enter more largely into the married state, was the effective 
cause of this increase.

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As compared with England, the proportion of births registered, or 
the birth-rate, was highest in Scotland during 1864, seeing that the latter 
furnished 363 births to every ten thousand of the estimated population, 
while the rate of the former was 356. If, however, the estimate of the 
Registrar-General of England, that 36000 births annually escape registra- 
tion there, is correct, while there is no reason to suppose that anything

like a similar proportion is left unregistered in Scotland, this goes far to 
explain the difference. 

In the three groups of districts into which Scotland is divided, the pro- 
portion of births differed as usual. Thus, of the 112,333 births, 4340 were 
registered in the Insular, 60672 in the Mainland-Rural, and 47321 in the 
Town Districts; thus indicating that for every ten thousand persons in each 
of these districts, 273 births occurred in the Insular, 340 in the Mainland- 
Rural, and 401 in the Town Districts. (Tables VI, VIL, VIII.) This is 
the usual average annual proportion of births in the Insular Districts, but 
it is greatly above the average in the Mainland-Rural and Town Districts. 
(Table IV.) 

If we take the average annual birth-rate in these districts during the 
ten years 1855 to 1864 inclusive, we find that in every ten thousand persons 
in each of these districts, 272 births occurred in the Insular, 329 in the 
Mainland-Rural, and 379 in the Town Districts. 

Of the 112,333 births, 101,136 were legitimate, and 11197 illegitimate, 
giving the proportion of 9-9 i!legitimate in every 100 births. As usual, this 
proportion was highest in the Mainland-Rural, and lowest in the Insular 
Districts. Thus, only 5:3 per cent. of the births were illegitimate in the 
Insular, and 9°6 per cent. in the Town Districts, but in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts 10°6 per cent. of the births were illegitimate. 

Table LX. shows that the proportion of illegitimate births in the several 
divisions and counties of Scotland differed greatly. Thus, in the Northern 
Division 6:1 per cent., and in the North-Western 6°8 per cent. of the 
births were illegitimate; while 14:4 per cent. were illegitimate in the 
Southern, and 15°5 per cent. in the North-Eastern Divisions. In the great 
mining, manufacturing, and industrial South-Western Division, only 8°5 per 
cent. of the births were illegitimate. 

A ten years’ average shows that 9:1 per cent. of the children were ille- 
gitimate at birth in Scotland. According to the numbers of births regis- 
tered as illegitimate in England, only 6°4 per cent. were illegitimate in that 
country during the same period. But as it is acknowledged that the regis- 
tration of births is defective in England, and the Census Commissioners 
calculated that ‘36950 children annually escaped registration” in that 
country, and the probability is that the greater portion of these belong to the 
illegitimate class, even allowing that only 20000 of these were illegitimate, 
would bring up the proportion of illegitimate children in England to 9°5 per

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cent. of the births. In so far, therefore, as our knowledge extends, it may 
be safely assumed that the proportion of illegitimate children at birth is 
nearly the same in Scotland and in England. This important difference, 
however, exists in the two countries, that whereas by the law of Scotland 
the subsequent marriage of the parents legitimizes the children, a contrary 
rule prevails in England. In the populations of the two countries, there- 
fore, far fewer are illegitimate in Scotland than in England. 

On looking over Table IX. it will be seen that illegitimacy has been 
rather on the increase of late years. It is necessary to mention that no 
reliance can be placed on the number or proportion of legitimate or illegiti- 
mate births for 1855, because registration was new to the people, and the 
registrations were imperfect for the first six months. For 1856 and sub- 
sequent years, however, the figures may be relied on, as giving the true 
numbers and proportions. During 1856 and 1857 only 8°5 per cent. of the 
births were illegitimate, but they have since that period steadily increased 
up to 9:9 or 10 per cent. of the births. The causes of this increase it would 
be desirable to investigate. In some counties this increase has been very 
striking, and has, perhaps justly, been attributed to the large extension of 
manufacturing establishments. 

During the ten years 1855 to 1864, it will be seen by Table IV. that 
5°2 per cent. of the births were illegitimate in the Insular, 8°5 per cent. in 
the Town, and 9:7 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Districts. By Table 
IX. it appears that, during the ten years, 5:4 per cent. of the births were 
illegitimate in the Northern Division, 5:7 per cent. in the North-Western, 
74 per cent. in the West Midland, and 7°5 per cent. in the great mining 
and manufacturing South-Western Division; while 13:4 per cent. were 
illegitimate in the Southern, and 14°7 per cent. in the North-Eastern 
Division. The lowest proportions of illegitimate births were in the counties 
of Shetland, Ross and Cromarty, Orkney, and Sutherland; the highest pro- 
portions during the ten years, in the counties of Wigtown, Dumfries, Aber- 
deen, and Banff. 

Of the 112,383 children born during 1864, 57374 were boys, and 
54959 girls; giving the proportion of 104°4 boys at birth for every 100

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girls. This is a lower proportion of boys than usual, seeing that a ten 
years’ average shows that the Scottish proportion was 105°5 boys at. birth for 
every 100 girls. (Table V.) | 

_ The proportion of the sexes in the legitimate and illegitimate births 
was closer than usual in 1864, seeing that there were 104°3 boys for every 
100 girls in the legitimate births, and 104°8 boys for every 100 girls in the 
illegitimate. A ten years’ average, however, shows the striking fact, that 
the proportion of boys is much larger in the illegitimate than among the 
legitimate births, for there were only 105°3 boys for every 100 girls at birth

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among the legitimate births, but 107 boys for every 100 girls among the 
illegitimate. (Table V.) 

One in every 83 mothers bare twins during 1864, and one in every 
9248 mothers bare triplets. 


As the births during the year amounted to 112,333, and the deaths to 
74416, the natural increase of the population by excess of births over deaths 
was 37917, and had no emigration occurred, the population of Scotland would 
have increased by that amount. The Emigration Commissioners, however, 
ascertained that there emigrated from the ports of Great Britain and Ireland 
at which there are emigration officers, 208,900 persons; of whom 115,428 
were of Irish origin, 56618 English, 15035 Scotch, and 16942 foreigners, 
while of 4877 the nativity was not distinguished. I1f 859 be added to the 
number of Scotch, as the proportion of persons whose nativity was not dis- 
tinguished, the ascertained Scottish emigrants would amount to 10394, 
which number, deducted from the excess of births over deaths, would make 
the increase of the population during the year to amount to 22523, or about 
5000 persons more than the probable increase. 


MARRIAGES. 


92725 marriages were registered in Scotland during the year 1864, 
being in the proportion of 728 marriages in every 100,000 persons of the 
estimated population. ‘This is the highest proportion noticed in Scotland up 
to that date, since the Registration Act came into operation; and the mean 
of the nine previous years gave only the proportion of 688 marriages in 
every 100,000 persons. (Tables I. and XI.) 

By looking at the proportion of marriages during the ten years 1855 to 
1864 inclusive, it is seen that in 1863 the marriage-rate made a sudden rise 
over that of previous years, and during 1864 even exceeded that of 1863. 
This large increase in the marriages in 1863 and 1864, as has already been 
pointed out, caused the birth-rate of these years to exceed that of former 
years. : 

High, however, as was the marriage-rate in Scotland during 1864, it 
was far below the English marriage-rate of 1864, or even the ten years’ 
average of former years. Thus, the annual marriage-rate in Iingland for the 
ten years 1855 to 1864 was 831 marriages in every 100,000 persons; that of

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Scotland for the same years, 689 marriages in a like population. In Eng- 
land, during 1864, the marriage-rate was 868 marriages in every 100, 000 
persons ; but in Scotland, during the same year, it was only 728 marriages 
in a like population. 

The greater fertility of the Scottish female, however, makes up for. the 
lower marriage-rate. Thus, during 1864, for the 22725 marriages, there 
were 101,136 children legitimate at their ‘birth, which gives the proportion 
of 4:45 legitimate children for every marriage. In England, during the 
same year, for the 180,387 marriages, there were 692,827 legitimate children, 
which gives only 3° 84 children for every marriage. 

The same result is brought out by comparing the number of legitimate 
births with the number of married women in the population who are at ages 
capable of bearing children. As correcting the numbers of these to the 
middle of 1864 would make no difference in the comparative result for the 
two countries, we take the numbers ascertained at the Census of 1861.

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In Scotland there were 352,397 married women (wives) between the 
ages of 15 and 50 years, and to these were born 101,136 legitimate children 
during the year 1864. This shows that every 3°48 wives at the child-bear- 
ing ages were required to give birth to one child during the year; in other 
words, that every 348 wives gave birth during the year to 100 children. 

In England there were 2,674,745 married women (wives) between the 
ages of 15 and 50 years, and as there were 692,827 legitimate births, it 1s 
manifest that every 3°86 wives gave birth during the year to one child; 
or, in other words, that it required 386 wives in England to produce 100 
children during the year. It thus appears that, to produce 100 children, it 
annually requires 88 more wives in England than in Scotland. The Scottish

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female must therefore be more prolific to that extent; and as the results of 
this mode of calculating the comparative fertility of the married women 
strictly correspond with the ordinary mode of calculating the same, and 
noticed above, the fact may be regarded as established. 

Of the 22725 marriages, 9907 were celebrated according to the rites 
of the Kstablished Church, 5507 according to those of the Free Church, 
3198 according to those of the United Presbyterian Church, 2276 according 
to those of the Roman Catholic Church, 469 according to those of the 
Episcopal Church, 1231 according to those of the smaller denominations, 
while in 115 cases the name of the denomination was omitted to be 
registered, and in 22 cases the marriage was what is styled ‘ irregular.” 
(Table X.) These numbers yield proportions closely approximating to 
those of former years, and they show that 43°60 per cent. of the marriages 
were Iistablished Church, 24:24 per cent. Free Church, 14:06 United 
Presbyterian Church, 10°02 per cent. Romish Church, 2-07 per cent. 
Episcopal Church, 5:41 per cent. the smaller religious denominations, while 
in O-o1 per cent. the name of the denomination was omitted to be mentioned,

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and in 0:09 per cent. (that is, nine marriages in every ten thousand) the 
marriage was irregular. 

Tables XI. and XIJ., which show the number and proportion of mar- 
riages in Scotland according to the several religious denominations during 
each of the ten years 1855 to 1864, merit special attention, as they point 
out the increase or decrease in the proportion of marriages celebrated by 
each religious denomination. These tables are the more valuable, seeing 
they indicate, in a rough way it is true, the proportion of the population 
attached to each religious denomination, in consequence of the Scottish 
habit of having the clergyman of the bride to perform the marriage ceremony; 
and as the numbers and proportions are wonderfully alike year by year, 
they cannot be very far from the truth. As all marriages, however, had 
greatly increased during 1863 and 1864, when endeavouring to deduce the 
increase or decrease of any religious denomination during these ten years, 
attention must be directed to the relative proportions as given in Table XIL., 
and not to the absolute number of marriages as given in Table XI. Com- 
paring the results of the last two years with the mean of the ten years, it 
would appear that the Free, the United Presbyterian, the Roman Catholic, 
and the Episcopal Churches, had increased in numbers, while the Established 
Church had decreased. 

Of the 22725 men who married in 1864, the ages of 22695 were 
ascertained, and of these 1695 were under 21 years of age, or were minors. 
Of the 22725 women who married that year, the ages of 22679 were 
ascertained, and of these 4989 were under 21 years of age. It thus appears 
that 7:46 per cent. of the men, and 21°99 per cent. of the women who 
married were under 21 years of age. In England, during the same year, 
of the 180,387 marriages, the ages of both parties were only ascertained in™ 
117,440 instances. Of these 117,440 men who married, 10392 were under 
21 years, and of the 117,440 women, 28867 were under 21 years of age. 
Hence, 8°84 per cent. of the men, and 24°64 per cent. of the women who

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married were under 21 years of age, being a considerably larger proportion 
than in Scotland. 

In the Insular Districts of Scotland, only 2°99 per cent. of the men who 
married were under 21 years of age, 6°87 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural, 
and 8°35 per cent. in the Town Districts. Of the women who married, only 
11:19 per. cent. were under 21 years of age in the Insular, 21°68 per cent. 
in the Mainland-Rural, and 23:05 per cent. in the Town Districts. These 
facts show clearly the comparative facilities of getting a livelihood in the 
respective districts, and what it is which represses marriage in Scotland. 

But such facts are still more strikingly shown by examining the pro- 
portions of men and women, under and above 25 years of age, who enter on 
the married state in the different divisions of Scotland. As the time for the 
marriage is chiefly dependent on the ability of the man to support a wife, 
most light is thrown on the subject by looking at the proportions of the 
men. 

The North-Western Division of Scotland is perhaps that one in which 
there is the greatest difficulty of procuring a livelihood, and in which, conse- 
quently, the influences which repress marriage are strongest. In it only 
21 per cent. of the men who married were under 25 years of age. (Table 
XVII.) The South-Western Division is in everything the opposite. There 
the demand for labour is great, no one need be idle who is willing to work, 
there is full employment for all; and as a natural consequence, 47 per cent. 
of the men who married were under 25 years of age. The other divisions 
show proportions almost exactly corresponding to what we know of the 
activity of the commercial or manufacturing industry in each; so that we 
see in this country, nature herself establishing barriers against the over- 
increase of the population beyond the means of subsistence. 

Table XV. throws additional light on the subject of marriage, by show- 
ing that during the years 1863 and 1864, when the number and proportion 
of marriages so very largely increased, a higher proportion of the men and 
women who married during these years were under 25 years.of age. 

Of the 22725 marriages in 1864, the conjugal or civil condition of the

every 100 marriages, 86°41 were those of bachelors with spinsters, 2°21 were

Table XVIII. shows that, in the Town Districts, a very much higher 
proportion, both of widows and of widowers, re-contracted marriage than in ~ 
the Insular or the Mainland-Rural Districts; and Table XIX. shows that, 
while in the Insular Districts only 3°6 per cent. of the women who married 
were widows, and 3 per cent. in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 7 per cent. 
were widows in the T’own Districts. 

The last four columns of Table XV. show the per-centage of marriages 
between persons in different conjugal conditions during each of the ten 
years 1855 to 1864, and it is astonishing how closely the proportions corre- 
spond during each of these years. ‘The mean of the ten years indicates that 
85:96 per cent. of the marriages were between bachelors and spinsters, 2°44 
per cent. between bachelors and widows, 8°76 per cent. between widowers 
and spinsters, and 2°84 per cent. between widowers and widows. 

The state of elementary education among the people, as indicated by 
the proportion of persons able to sign their names in writing in the marriage 
schedules, was lower than during the five previous years. This, taken in 
connection with the fact that in 1863 also the proportion was lower than in 
previous years, seems to indicate that the marked increase in the marriages 
during these years had been to a greater proportional extent among the 
lower than the better classes. 

Thus, during 1864, of the 22725 men who married, 20120 signed their 
names in writing, and 2605 signed by appending a mark. Of the 22725 
women who married, 17298 signed their names in writing, and 5427 signed 
by mark. These numbers indicate that 88°54 per cent. of the men, and 
76°13 per cent. of the women, were able to sign their names in writing ; 
while 11°46 per cent of the men, and 23°87 per cent. of the women, signed 
by mark. During the same year, in England, 76°7 per cent. of the men, 
and 67°6 per cent. of the women, were able to sign their names in writing in 
the marriage registers; while 23°3 per cent. of the men, and 32:4 per cent. 
of the women, were obliged to sign by mark. ae 

Taking the mean of the ten years 1855 to 1864, it would appear that 
in Scotland, 88°8 per cent. of the men, and 77:3 per cent. of the women 
who married, were able to sign their names in the marriage registers; while 
11:2 per cent. of the men, and 22°7 per cent. of the women, not being able 
to write, appended their mark. (Table XV.) These numbers, though 
much higher than those for England, are not all that could be wished; and 
we have only to look at the different proportions in the counties, and in the 
Town and Rural Districts, to see to: what a great extent improvement might 
be effected. (Table XX.) . 

The counties of Ross and Cromarty seem to be in the most backward 
state relative to elementary education, only 67 per cent. of the men, and 50 
per cent. of the women being able to write their names. Inverness comes 
next, only 74 per cent. of the men, and 51 per cent of the women, being 
able to write. Then follow the counties in which there is a large proportion 
of Irish,—viz. Linlithgow, with 78 per cent. of the men, and 64 per cent. of 
the women, able to write; Dumbarton, Renfrew, Lanark, Ayr, Stirling, and 
Forfar, together with the insular county of Shetland, and the purely high- 
land county of Sutherland. It is the large proportion of Irish in Glasgow 
which causes only 83°19 per cent. of the men, and 63°78 per cent. of the 
women, to sign their names in writing; while in Edinburgh, where the Irish 
constitute but a small proportion of the population, 94:92 per cent. of the 
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men, and 88°80 per cent. of the women, are able to sign their names in 
writing. As showing the effect of the parochial system of schools in Scot- 
land, it is worthy of notice that, while in the Mainland-Rural Districts, 
91:72 per cent. of the men, and 83:15 per cent. of the women, signed their 
names in writing, in the Towns, which are not so fully under the operation 
of that system, only 86°36 per cent. of the men, and 71°38 per cent. of the 
women, were able to sign their names in writing. (Table XX.) 


DEATHS. 


74416 deaths were registered in Scotland during the year 1864, being 
at the rate of 23°86 in every thousand persons of the estimated population. 
(Tables I. and X XI.) This was the highest death-rate which had occurred 
in Scotland since the Registration Act came into operation in 1855, the 
mean of the nine previous years having been at the rate of 21:07 deaths 
annually in every thousand persons. Making allowance for increase of 
population, the deaths in 1864 exceeded the mean of former years by 8388 
deaths ; in other words, 8388 more persons were cut off during 1864, than 
would have died had the average mortality of former years continued. 

This high death-rate was not confined to Scotland, for during the same 
year the deaths in England showed the same excess ower former years, and 
the English and Scottish death-rates were identical for that year, viz. 23°86 
deaths in every thousand persons. 

The Insular and Mainland-hural Districts had, as usual, a much lower 
mortality than the Town Districts. (Tables III. and X XI.) Thus, in the 
Insular Districts, 2720 deaths occurred, in the Mainland-Rural 35719, and 
in the Town Districts 35977. This gives the proportion of 17°12 deaths 
in every thousand persons in the Insular, 20°06 deaths in a like population 
in the Mainland-Rural, but 30°48 deaths in every thousand persons in the 
Town Districts. ‘The average annual death-rate of these districts during the 
nine previous years, in every thousand persons, was 16°05 deaths in the 
Insular, 17°49 deaths in the Mainland-Rural, and 26°77 deaths in the Town 
Districts. 

These facts show, in a very striking manner, how much more hurtful to 
human life is a residence in towns than that in the country. 

Of the eight principal towns of Scotland (Table X XIII), the mortality 
during 1864 was highest in Greenock, and lowest in Leith. Thus, in every 
thousand persons living in each of these eight towns, 24°9 died during the

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year in Leith, 26°9 in Edinburgh, 28-7 in Aberdeen, 32-0 in Paisley, 32°5 
in Dundee, 32:7 in Glasgow, 32°8 in Perth, but 41°9 in Greenock. 

As in former years, males died in a higher proportion than females, 
for, of every thousand males 25-11 died during the year, but of every thou- 
sand females only 22°74. 

This greater mortality of the male in Scotland was noticed at almost 
every age of life (Table X-XIYV.), for at every quinquennial period of life, 
excepting from ten to fifteen years of life, the mortality of the male was 
higher than that of the female. In this respect the results of 1864 closely 
agreed with those of former years. 


As the year 1864 completes the first decennial period during which we 
have had complete returns of the deaths from all Scotland, a few additional 
tables have been added to this Report to enable us to take a retrospect of the 
mortality, and ascertain, from a period of ten years, what is the average 
death-rate, and what is the average relative and absolute proportion in which 
the different diseases prove fatal to the inhabitants. (Pp. 217-225.) —

During the ten years 1855 to 1864 inclusive, 651,295 persons died in 
Scotland, being at the rate of 21°36 deaths annually in every thousand 
persons of the mean population. The English death-rate during the same 
period was 22°16 deaths in every thousand persons annually, so that the 
mean Scottish death-rate was somewhat lower than that of England. 

Of these 651,295 deaths in all Scotland during the ten years, 26,080 
oceurred in the Insular Districts, 319,938 in the Mamland-Rural Districts, 
and 305,277 in the Town Districts. It thus appears that, in every thousand 
persons living in each of these districts during these ten years, 16°15 died 
annually in the Insular, 18°19 annually in the Mainland-Rural, and 27-06 
annually i in the Town Districts. During that period, therefore, the death- 
rate in the towns of Scotland has been almost exactly one-third higher than 
in the Rural Districts. (Table XLII.) 

Of the eight principal towns in Scotland, a ten years’ average shows 
that the death-rate of the inhabitants was lowest in Leith and Aberdeen, and 
highest in Greenock and Glasgow. ‘hus, in every thousand persons in 
each of these towns, there died annually during these ten years, 22-9 in 
Leith, 24°5 in Aberdeen, 25 in Edinburgh, 257 in Perth, 27 in Paisley, 
27°8 in Dundee, 30°1 in ‘Glasgow, and 32:2 in Greenock. (Table X XITE.) 

Of the 651,295 persons who died in Scotland during these ten years, 
323,541 were males, and 327,754 females. Comparing these numbers with 
the mean population, it appears that males were cut off ‘at a higher rate than 
females, seeing that, in every thousand persons of the mean population of 
each sex, there died annually 22°45 males, but only 20°48 females.

* The Populations of this and ofthe three consecutive Tables are calculated to the middle of the 
year, so as to give the true proportion of deaths, 
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This higher mortality of the male was equally pronounced at almost 
every age of life (Table XXIX.), the sole exceptions being during the 
third and fourth years, and from 10 to 15 years of age, when the female 
death-rate very slightly preponderated. At every other period of life the 
female death-rate was lower, and notably so during the first year of life, 
when it may be assumed that the food, clothing, and general treatment of 
the sexes are alike in everything. Thus, during the first year of existence, 
the ten years’ average shows that of every thousand males 151-96 died 
annually, but only 126-82 out of every thousand females. 

At almost every other age, however, the lower female death-rate was 
remarked. Thus, between 20 and 380 years of age, of every thousand males 
10:23 died annually, but only 8:29 in a like number of females. Between 
40 and 50 years of age, of every thousand males 14:24 died annually, but 
only 12:10 in a like number of females. Between 70 and 80 years of age, 
of every thousand males 94°54 died annually, but only 83°15 in a like 
number of females. 

These examples may suffice to show that, at almost every stage of life, 
the males in Scotland have a greater liability to death, and a higher death- 
rate than the females. The fact, however, of this peculiarity being most 
strongly developed at that infantile period of life when the dress, food, and 
general treatment of both sexes are alike, seems to prove that the higher male 
death-rate is an impressed natural and constitutional peculiarity due to sex 
alone. 

With both sexes the age of life at which there was the smallest death- 
rate was from 10 to 15 years. At that age only five in the thousand died

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annually. That age, so to speak, may be called the turning-point of life, 
seeing that the deaths, which were at the rate of 139 in the thousand living 
during the first year of life, diminished gradually, year by year, till that age 
was attained ; while, on the other hand, from that period the deaths increased 
at every progressive stage of advancing life till all were cut off. During the 
whole active period of life, viz. from 20 to 60 years, the deaths, though 
slowly increasing year by year, above what they were from 15 to 20, con- 
tinued below the average death-rate at all ages. But after 60 years, as the 
period of active life may then be said to be over, the death-rates doubled on 
each successive decade, so that one-third of ali those who were between 90 
and 100 years died annually; and only one in every 2742 men, and one in 
every 1889 women, attained the hundredth year of life. (Table XXVIII.) 

It was shown above that the death-rates in the Town Districts were 
one-third higher than those in the Rural Districts. ‘This higher death-rate 
in the towns was observed at all ages, and the facts brought out by Table 
XXIX., being for a period of ten years, are extremely instructive, and merit 
a moment’s consideration. If the death-rates at each age in the Mainland- 
Rural and in the Town Districts be compared, it will be seen that the 
noxious influence of a town residence is more hurtful to the very young 
than to the adult or to the aged; for, during the first five years of life, the 
Town death-rate is almost exactly double that of the Rural Districts. This 
is best seen by taking the females of each, and comparing the deaths at each 
year of life, in every thousand living. Thus, of every thousand girls under 
one year of age, 93°45 died annually in the Rural Districts, but 172°79 
in the Towns. Of girls under 2 years, 47°52 died in the Rural Districts,

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but 116 in the Towns. In the third year of life, 25°84 died in the Rural 
Districts, but 57:54 im the Towns. In the fourth year of life, 17°59 died 
in the Rural Districts, but 38°39 in the Towns. In the fifth year of life, 
12°53 died annually in the Rural Districts, but 28°65 in the Towns. 

After that period the proportional difference diminished somewhat; but 
at almost every successive stage of life, the Town death-rate was about one- 
third higher than that in the Rural Districts. Thus, to go on with our 
comparison of the female death-rates in the Town and Rural Districts, in 
every thousand girls from 5 to 10 years in each district, 7°51 died annually 
in the Rural, but 12°71 in the Town Districts. Irom 10 to 15 years of age, 
4-75 girls died annually in the Rural, but 6:14 in the Town Districts. From 
15 to 20 years, 6:20 females died in the Rural, but 7°63 in the Town 
Districts. From 20 to 30 years, 7°48 females died in the Rural, but 9°73 in 
Town Districts. From 30 to 40 years, 8°62 died annually in the country, 
but 13°49 in the towns. From 50 to 60 years, 14°95 died annually in the 
country in every thousand women of that age, but 23:52 in a like number 
of women in the tewns, ete. Much the same differences exist in the death- 
rates of the males in town and country, as may be seen in Table X XIX., 
so that is unnecessary to quote them. 

This Table (X_X1X.), therefore, showing the results of ten years’ regis- 
tration of the deaths ia the Town and Rural Districts of Scotland, proves 
that, though persons from 10 to 40 years of age are better able than the 
very young, and the more aged, to resist the deleterious inflaences which 
result from a residence in towns, even they suffer a much higher death-rate 
then if their residence had been in the country. But the striking fact, that

strong argument for rearing children in the country whenever it is practicable. 


In the Ninth Detailed Report, attention was directed to the striking 
difference which prevailed in Scotland between the death-rates of the married 
and unmarried men at each quinquennial period of life. The difference in 
favour of the married men was so unexpected, and so great, that it was deemed 
necessary to investigate the subject further ; and accor dingly the Registers 
for 1864 have been carefully gone over, in omer to prepare Table BO, 
which shows the deaths of all males 20 years of age and upwards, who died 
in Scotland during the year 1864. These deaths are arranged in two 
columns, according as the persons had been married or unmarried, and 
according to their ages—the ages being arranged in quinquennial periods, 
in order to correspond with the ages of the living as ascertained at the 
Census of 1861. 

-It is satisfactory to find that the facts relative to the very different 
death-rates of the married and unmarried men in the whole population of 
Scotland for the year 1863, which were for the first time brought before 
the notice of the public in last. Detailed Report, are in every point corro- 
borated by the researches into the mortality of the married and the unmarried | 
for the year 1864.

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the mean mortality at each age for these two years. The remarks may 
therefore be confined to the mean of the two years, as being a nearer 
approximation to the truth than any one year’s results can be, though it 
must be confessed that the two years’ tables corroborate each other to a 
most surprising extent. 

At every quinquennial period of life from 20 years of age up to 85, 
Table X-XXI. shows that married men died in Scotland at a much lower 
rate than the unmarried. Thus, from 20 to 25 years of age, in every 
thousand married men only 6:26 died annually, but in every thousand 
unmarried men at the same ages 15°01 died. From 25 to 80 years of age, 
only 8°23 died annually in every thousand married men, but 14°94 in every 
thousand unmarried. From 30 to 35 years of age, only 8°65 died in every 
thousand married men, but 15°94 in every ehousand unmarried. From 45 
to 50 years of age, in every thousand of each class, only 17:04 married, but 
21:18 unmarried died annually. In every thousand of each class from 50 
to 55 years of age, 19°54 married men died annually, but 26°34 unmarried. 
In every thousand of each class from 60 to 65 years of age, 35°63 married 
men died annually, but 44°54 unmarried men. In every thousand of each 
class from 70 to 75 years of age, 81°56 married men died annually, but 
102-17 unmarried men. ven at the extreme age of 80 to 85 years, in every 
thousand of each class there died annually only 173°88 married men, but 
195:40 unmarried. 

Above this age the numbers for both classes were too small to yield 
trustworthy or steady results; and so few attain these extreme ages, that no 
discrepancies in the results, at such ages, could affect the ‘conclusions 
deduced from the mortality at the other ages. Small, however, as are the 
numbers who attain such extreme ages, the difference on the whole pre- 
ponderates in favour of the married men. 

These carefully ascertained facts, applicable to the whole male popula-

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health, or from being addicted to dissipated and licentious habits, or by 
want of success in life, do not marry. ‘The annual mortality among such 
men is annually greater than among the strong and vigorous bachelors ; and 
this greater mortality among such unmarried men to some extent swells the 
proportional deaths of the unmarried at these early ages, as compared with 
those of the same age who are married. But almost all such die out, by the 
course of nature, before they have attained their fortieth year—none survive 
their fiftieth year. 

But the tables for the two years proved that at every successive year of 
life, from 50 to extreme old age, the married men continued to die at a 
much lower ratio than the unmarried who were of the corresponding ages. 
Thus, even at the great age 70 to 75 years, in every thousand married men 
only 81 died, but in every thousand unmarried men at the same ages 102 
died annually. 

No arguments can explain away this ascertained fact. And as the sole 
difference in the two parties at every age above 50 years of age is that the 
one is married and that the other is unmarried, it seems impossible to resist 
the conclusion that it is marriage, and the habits connected with marriage, 
which is the cause of the difference. 

Strange it is that it is only now, after the lapse of several thousands of 
years, that statistics have proved the truth of one of the first natural laws 
revealed to man—“ It is not good that the man should live alone.” 

The above conclusion relative to the much smaller death-rate of the 
married men is strikingly confirmed by calculating the mean age at death of 
the married and unmarried men above 20 years of age. From the facts 
published in Table XVIII. of the Ninth Detailed Annual Report, it was 
ascertained that the mean age at death of the married men was 59:7 years, 
whereas the mean age at death of the unmarried men above 20 years of age 
was only 40 years,—giving a difference of 194 years in favour of the married 
men. Calculating the mean age at death in the same manner for the year 
1864, it appears, from the facts stated in Table XX X., that the mean age 
at death of the married men was 591 years, whereas that of the unmarried 
men who were above 20 years of age was 40°2 years,—-showing a difference 
of 19 years of life in favour of married men. 


In last Report attention was directed to the important fact, that when 
the total deaths of the married and ofthe unmarried were compared with 
the total living in each class, a false conclusion was arrived at—a conclusion 
at variance with the results of the comparison of the mortality of each class 
at each quinquennial period of life. ‘Lhe same is true of the table drawn up 
for 1864, and must be true of all similar tables. Jor the explanation of 
this statistical paradox, reference may be had to what was said in last Report. 
It may, however, be added, that the like paradoxical result appears in, and 
the same explanation is applicable to, all tables drawn up with the view of 
showing the absolute and comparative mortality of persons following 
different trades and occupations. The summary at all ages, though a 
statistical truth, necessarily leads to a false conclusion as to the healthiness 
or death-rate of thé trade, profession, or occupation. 


Tables XX XIT. to XX XIX. inclusive give the particulars of the 
deaths in each of the eight principal towns of Scotland for the year 1864, 
showing the estimated population and deaths at each quinquennial period of 
life, and for each year under 5 years of age. 
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Causes oF DEatH In 1864. 
Of the 74416 deaths registered in Scotland in 1864, the cause of death 


was recorded in 71126 cases, leaving only 3290 cases in which no cause of 
death was assigned, or in which the cause of death was entered in such 
indefinite terms that it could not be referred to any particular class of 
diseases. 1564 of these unspecified cases were those of infants under one 
year of age. 

The zymotic or epidemic and contagious class of diseases cut off 19090 
persons in Scotland in 1864, being in the proportion of 640 deaths during 
the year from that class of diseases in every 100,000 persons, allow- 
ance bemg made for, the non-specified cases; or 26-84 per cent. of the 
specified causes of death. As from all causes, so from this, males were cut 
off in a higher proportion than females, seeing that, in every 100,000 of each 
sex, 668 males, but only 615 females died during the year. 

Of the individual epidemic diseases, ‘lyphus Fever was the most fatal, 
having cut off 4804 persons, thus constituting the very high proportion of 
6°75 per cent. of the specified causes of death, or causing 161 deaths in 
every 100,000 persons in the population. Males died in a “higher propor- 
tion than "females, seeing that, in every 100,000 of each sex, 169 males, 
but only 154 females, died during the year from that cause. 

Typhus Fever was twice as fatal in the Town as in the Mainland-Rural 
Districts, seeing that, in every 100,000 persons in each of these districts, 231 
died in the towns for every 119 in the country.

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the epidemic of 1864. In the eight principal towns, however, of 2203 
deaths tabulated under Typhus, 1450 were registered as Typhus, 371 as 
Relapsing Fever, 216 as Gastric Fever, and 166 as ‘Typhoid or Enteric 
Fever. ‘Those registered as Gastric and as Enteric were the same form 
of disease, although most Scottish medical practitioners prefer using the term 
Gastric to the more modern nomenclature of Typhoid or Enteric Fever. 

Typhus, though never absent from the people, only now and then 
assumes the epidemic form; and when it does so, the Scottish records show 
that, for at least a century and a half, it has usually put on that type about 
the month of October, and continued for a period of nearly three years. 
During that period it has almost always been most prevalent and fatal 
during the coldest months, increasing with the fall of temperature, and 
becoming less prevalent and less fatal on the advent of the milder spring 
and summer weather. It also usually died out as an epidemic during the 
spring months. 

The Fever of 1864 first assumed the epidemic form in the months of 
September and October 1863, and it continued during the whole of the 
year 1864. As usual, it abated somewhat of its virulence and fatality 
during the warmer months of the year, but again increased with the lower- 
ing of the temperature, proving most prevalent and fatal when the weather 
was coldest. In this respect it appeared to be regulated by the same laws 
which influenced other diseases. The deaths from all Scotland are not 
tabulated in such a form as to enable us to show the deaths from Fever 
during each month; but the deaths in the eight principal towns of Scot- 
land, being published monthly, enable us to show the mortality of Fever 
during each month, or the influence of season on its mortality. Thus in 
October 1863, there were registered 129 deaths from Fever in the eight 
principal towns, 173 in November, and 176 in December. In January 
1864, there were registered 183 deaths from Fever, 206 in February, 224 
in March, 182 in April, 159 in May, 152 in June, 153 in July, 150 in 
August, 155 in September, 162 in October, 233 in November, and 244 in 
December. During both years, therefore, Typhus Fever was subject to 
the same law of temperature which influences almost all diseases in Scotland, 
—viz., it increased in prevalence and fatality with the fall of temperature, 
and proved most prevalent and most fatal during the coldest weather. 

During its prevalence as an epidemic, Typhus proved more fatal to 
males than females, seeing that, in every thousand persons of each sex, it 
cut off 169 males, but only 154 females. But males at all times die in this 
higher proportion than females, so that in this respect also Fever was sub- 
ject to the same law which regulates the mortality of all diseases in Scotland. 

he Fever of 1864 affected the principal towns very differently. Of 
every thousand inhabitants in each town, it cut off 1:21 in Edinburgh, 1°45 
in Leith, 1:68 in Dundee, 2°04 in Paisley, 2-78 in Glasgow, 3:27 in Perth, 
3°59 in Aberdeen, and 6°15 in Greenock. 

‘The hospital statistics from all Scotland show that about 12 per cent. of 
those affected with Fever died, or one death in every eight cases. But as 
it is the more severe cases which are sent to be treated in hospitals, it is 
likely that in the generai population only eight per cent. of those who are 
affected die, or one death in every 12 cases. 

Scarlatina was the next most fatal of the epidemics, cutting off 3411 
persons, of whom 1788 were males, and 1623 females. Hooping-cough 
caused 1993 deaths; Diphtheria, 1740; Small-pox, 1741; Croup, 1416; 
Diarrhoea, 1244; and Measles, 1102 deaths. Of the other diseases in the 
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zymotic class, Erysipelas caused 345 deaths; Dysentery, 317; Metria, 254 ; 
Influenza,'243 ; Syphilis, 125 (of which 96 were congenital); Cholera, 67 ; 
Rheumatic Fever, 101; Infantile Fever, 538; Purpura, 44; Ague, 15; 
Worms, 24; and Noma, 13. | 

2523 deaths occurred in Scotland in 1864 from diseases of uncertain 
seat, of which 1300 were from Cancer, 768 from Dropsy, 149 from Abscess, 
142 from Mortification, 81 from Hemorrhage (the seat of which was not 
registered), 50 from Ulcer, 18 from Fistula, and 15 from Gout. Of the 
1300 deaths from Cancer, 379 were in males, and 921 in females. 

The tubercular class of diseases cut off 11445 persons in Scotland in 
1864, or caused 3°80 deaths in every thousand persons of the estimated. 
population, or 16°09 per cent. of the specified causes of death. Of the 
diseases under this class, Consumption or Phthisis caused 8083 deaths, 
3781 being males, and 4302 females. This indicates an annual mortality 
of 2°71 deaths in every thousand persons, or 2°68 deaths in every thousand 
males, and 2°73 deaths in every thousand females. Of the other diseases 
under this class, Hydrocephalus caused 1830 deaths; Tabes Mesenterica, 
875; and Scrofula, 657. 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system cut off 5116 persons, of whom 
2762 were males, and 2354 females, being in the proportion of 1°71 deaths 
in every thousand persons of both sexes, or 1°96 deaths in every thousand 
males, and 1:49 deaths in every thousand females. Of the several diseases 
under this class, Paralysis caused 15506 deaths ; Apoplexy, 1160; Convulsions, 
838 ; Cephalitis, 8368 ; Epilepsy, 198; Delirium Tremens, 51; Insanity (not 
referred to other causes), 46; Tetanus, 86; Chorea, 10; and undefined 
diseases of the brain, 859. 

Diseases of the heart and blood vessels caused 2975 deaths, of which 2810 
were ascribed to Heart Disease, 97 to Aneurism, and 68 to Pericarditis. 

Inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs (not including Croup, 
Influenza, Hooping-cough, or Phthisis) cut off 10070 persons, and thus 
constituted 14°15 per cent. of the specified causes of death, or 3°37 deaths 
in every thousand persons of the population. Of these, 6383 deaths were 
caused by Bronchitis, 2268 by Pneumonia, 656 by Asthma, 284 by 
Pleurisy, 144 by Laryngitis, and 335 by indefinite diseases of the lungs. 

Diseases of the organs of digestion caused 5165 deaths, or 7:26 per 
cent. of the specified causes of death, being 1:73 deaths in every thousand 
persons of the population. 2694 of these deaths occurred in males, and 
2471 in females, giving the proportion of 1°91 deaths in every thousand 
males, and 1:57 deaths in every thousand females. Of the diseases enume- 
rated under this class, Teething caused 1124 deaths; Enteritis, 953; 
Peritonitis, 331; Gastritis,,200; Ileus, 303; Stomach Disease, 754; 
Hepatitis, 162; Jaundice, 217; other Diseases of the Liver, 620; Hernia, 
90; Quinsey, 72; Ascites, 68; Intussusception, 40; Stricture of the Intes- 
tines, 30; Disease of Spleen, 26; and Disease of Pancreas, 1. 

Kidney and urinary diseases caused 916 deaths, of which 633 occurred 
in males, and 283 in females, showing that males are twice as liable to 
these complaints as females. Of these diseases, Nephria caused 220 deaths ; . 
Nephritis, 73; Diabetes, 82; Stone, 65; Ischuria, 60; Cystitis, 50; 
Stricture of Urethra, 22; and undefined Disease of Kidney, 344. 

Childbirth and diseases of the generative organs caused 560 deaths. 
Of these, 374 were attributed to Childbirth, 88 to Paramenia, 79 to 
Ovarian Dropsy, and 69 to other diseases of these organs. If the 254 
deaths from Metria, or Childbed Fever, be added to the above 374 by Child- 
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birth, it will make the total deaths in childbirth during the year to amount 
to 628. As 110,977 mothers gave birth to 112,333 children during the 
year, it follows that 5-5 in every thousand mothers died in childbirth, being 
one death in every 176 mothers—a proportion considerably higher than 
that of the previous year. 

Rheumatism caused 156 deaths; Arthritis, 32; and other diseases of 
the joints and bones, 231 deaths. Diseases of the skin caused 93 deaths, of 
which 24 were from Carbuncle. 

175 deaths were attributed to Malformation, and 150 of these occurred 
before the child was three months old. One female lingered on till her 37th 
year. Atrophy caused 502 deaths; and sudden deaths, whose cause was 
not ascertained, 126. 

3242 infants died within the year after birth, from the debility arising 
from being born prematurely or from a weakly constitution; and 6418 
persons died from old age without marked disease. 

2291 violent deaths occurred, and thus constituted 3:22 per cent. of the 
specified causes of death. Of these, Burns and Scalds caused 310 deaths ; 
Fractures and Contusions, 829; Drowning, 557; Suffocation, 108 (83 
of these being cases of overlaying); Wounds, 94; Intemperance, 77; Cold, 
41; Want of breast milk, 91; Poison, 40; Hanging, 29; Privation, 9; 
Neglect, 2; and other violent causes, not sufficiently specified to be referred 
to any of the above, 104. 

Of these 2291 violent deaths, 88 were suicides; 27 being by hanging, 26 
by cut throat, 14 by drowning, 8 by poison, 3 by gunshot, 2 by precipitation 
from a window, while in 8 the means which deprived of life were not stated. 


_CAUSES OF DEATH DURING THE TEN YEARS 1855-1864. 


In inquiries into the comparative mortality of different diseases during 
any one year, it is of great importance to have a standard table to refer to, 
which shows the average fatality of each during a period of ten years. 
Statists have generally agreed that a decennial period gives a fair average for 
such a purpose, and the year 1864 completes the first decennial period during 
which the Scottish Registration Act has been in operation. ‘Thus, for the 
first time since Scotland has been a nation, have we the means of showing 
the average fatality of each disease to which the inhabitants are liable. 

To give the fullest information on this subject, tables are appended to 
this Report, showing the number of deaths from each disease during each of 
the ten years 1855-1864, as also the total deaths from each disease during 
these ten years. (See pp. 218-225.) ‘Tables of proportion are also given, 
showing the mean proportion of deaths from each disease to the population, 
and to the specified causes of death (see Tables XLII. and XLIV.) in 
Scotland, and in its three great groups of Districts—the Insular, Mainland- 
Rural, and Town Districts. 

The mean population of Scotland, estimated to the middle of the ten 
years, would be 3,048,383 persons, of whom 161,451 were in the Insular, 
1,758,769 in the Mainland-Rural, and 1,128,163 in the Town Districts. 

Lo calculate accurately the proportion of deaths from each disease to the 
population, each of the above estimated populations must be reduced by the 
proportion applicable to the causes of death which were not. specified. 
Lhus, the mean annual number of deaths in all Scotland whose causes were 
not specified amounted to 3703, and thus constituted 5°6858 per cent. of the 
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total annual deaths.. The mean population of Scotland must therefore be 
reduced by 5°6853 per cent., that is, by 173,309 persons, in order to make 
the population correspond with the specified causes of death. This there- 
fore reduces the population of Scotland, as applicable to the specified causes 
of death, to 2,875,074 persons; and that number, used as the divisor, gives the 
true proportion of deaths from each disease in the population. A more 
inaccurate method is to apportion to each disease its proportion of the 
unascertained causes of death, and use the total population as the divisor. 
But this leads to inaccurate results. 

Of the 651,295 deaths in Scotland during the ten years, the diseases or 
accidents causing death were specified in 614,267 cases, leaving 37038 cases, 
or 5°6853 per cent. of the deaths, for which no cause of death was assigned. 

The zymotic, or epidemic and contagious class of diseases, during the 
ten years, cut off 149,019 persons, and thus constituted 24:260 per cent. of 
the specified causes of death. In other words, that class of diseases caused 
5°182 deaths annually in every thousand persons, or 5182 deaths in every 
million persons. This, therefore, may be considered as the normal mortality 
of the natives of Scotland from that class of diseases. The mortality from 
that class of diseases continued low, and wonderfully uniform, from 1855 to 
1862; but in 1863 and 1864 it rose high above the average, and this in 
consequence of the excessive mortality from Scarlatina, Diphtheria, and 
Continued Fever. 

Of the individual diseases ander the zymotic class, Typhus (Continued 
Fever in its varied forms) proved the most fatal, having caused 29284 deaths 
during the ten years. It thus constituted 4:767 per cent. of the specified 
causes of death, or cut off in the proportion of one person in every thousand 
annually, or 1018 in every million. 

Continued Fever is one of the regular diseases of the inhabitants of 
Scotland, and it is only at distant intervals that it assumes the character of 
an epidemic. During these ten years it was during the last three months 
of 1863 and the whole of 1864 that it assumed the epidemic type; but 
during the other years it had no more title to be called an epidemic than 
Bronchitis, Pneumonia, or Consumption. 

The next most fatal of the zymotic diseases was Scarlatina, which cut 
off 26465 persons in the ten years, and thus constituted 4°308 per cent. of 
the specified causes of death, or caused 920 deaths annually in every million 
persons. It also is one of the regular diseases of the people, and few indeed 
pass through life without being once affected by it. Like Fever, however, 
it occasionally assumes the epidemic form, as it did in 1859 and 1860, and 
again in 1863 and 1864. 

Hooping-cough was the third most fatal of the zymotic diseases, having 
cut off 20853 persons during the ten years, and thus constituted 3°394 per 
cent. of the specified causes of death, or caused 725 deaths annually in every 
million persons. 

Measles was the fourth most fatal disease of this class, having caused 
13027 deaths in the ten years, and thus constituted 2°120 per cent. of the speci- 
fied causes of death, or caused 453 deaths annually in every million persons. . 

Diarrhoea was the fifth most fatal disease, causing 12966 deaths in the 
ten years, and thus constituted 2110 per cent. of the deaths, or caused 451 
deaths in every million persons. 

Small-pox was the sixth of the fatal diseases in this class, causing 
10548 deaths in the ten years, and thus constituted 1°717 per cent: of the 
deaths, or caused 366 deaths in every million persons. The Scottish Vac- 
cination Act only came into operation on the Ist of January 1864, and it 
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only legislated for the children born on or after that date. But as it allowed 
six months to expire from the birth before vaccination could be enforced,

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affected by the Act. It may be said, therefore, that these ten years show 
the average mortality of Small-pox when the vaccinations were left in the 
hands of the people; and we shall look with interest to the returns of sub- 
sequent years, as they will clearly show how far legislative enactments, which 
enforce vaccination of the children, effect their intended purpose. 

Small-pox is one of the most fluctuating or variable of all the diseases 
which appear as epidemics, as the deaths during each of the ten years will 
show :—

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The next most fatal of these diseases was Diphtheria, which caused 
6428 deaths in eight of the ten years, for no death was registered as caused’ 
by it during either 1855 or 1856. This disease first appeared in Scotland 
during the past ten years in 1857, when it caused 76 deaths, and it has 
progressively increased, till now it may be said to be annually as fatal as 
Measles and Croup. The deaths from Diphtheria during the eight years 
have been as follows :—

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Of the other diseases tabulated under the zymotic class, Dysentery 
caused 4616 deaths during the ten years; Cholera, 1076; Influenza, 3397; 
Hrysipelas, 2851; Metria or Childbed Fever, 1802; Syphilis, 1034; Infantile 
Fever, 827; Rheumatic Fever, 807; Purpura, 464; Worms, 338; Thrush, 
528; Noma, 167; Ague, 66; and Hydrophobia and bite of snakes, 12. Almost 
all of these last were deaths from the poisonous bite of the common adder. 

24066 deaths in the ten years were attributed to the diseases which are 
put under the second class, or those of uncertain seat. They constituted 
3°918 per cent. of the specified causes of death, or caused 836 deaths 
annually in every million of the population. 

Cancer was the most fatal of this class, causing 10499 deaths, being 
1-709 per cent. of the specified causes of death, or 365 deaths annually in 
every million persons. This painful disease seems to have been on the 
increase of late years, seeing the deaths have been increasing annually in 
a much more rapid ratio than the population, as is made apparent by the 
abstract of the deaths for the last ten years :—

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Dropsy caused $422 deaths in the ten years, being 1-534 per cent. of the 
deaths, or 827 deaths annually in every million persons. Under this term are 
only registered those deaths where the cause of the Dropsy was not specified. 

Of the other diseases under this class, Mortification caused 1381 deaths; 
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Hemorrhage, the seat of which was not specified, 987; Abscess, 1146; Ulcer, 
392; Fistula, 127; and Gout, 112. 

The tubercular class of diseases caused 105,275 deaths in the ten years, 
being 17°138 per cent. of the causes of death, or 3°661 deaths in every 
thousand, or 3661 deaths in every million persons. The mortality from this 
class of diseases is very steady from year to year, and fluctuates less than 
almost any other class of diseases. 

Of the individual diseases under this class, Phthisis or Consumption is 
by far the most fatal, indeed it is the most fatal of all the diseases to which 
the inhabitants of Scotland are liable. During the ten years it cut off 
74640 persons, and thus constituted 12°151 per cent. of the specified causes 
of death, or caused 2°595 deaths annually in every thousand, or 2595 deaths 
annually in every million persons. The small fluctuations in the mortality 
of this disease from year to year are chiefly attributable to the greater or 
lesser prevalence of the cold arid east winds during the spring months. A ten 
years’ tabulation of the facts satisfactorily establishes that the deaths from 
this disease are far more numerous during the continuance of the arid cold 
east winds, which are the chief aerial currents over Scotland during March, 
April, May, and beginning of June. ‘These winds have a more baneful 
effect on persons suffering from Phthisis than even the colds of winter, and 
the moment they begin to blow, the mortality from that disease begins to rise. 

Hydrocephalus, the next most fatal disease of this class, caused 18072 
deaths during the ten years, and thus constituted 2°934, that is nearly 3 per 
cent., of the specified causes of death, or caused 626 deaths annually in every 
million persons. Tabes Mesenterica caused 7180 deaths, and Scrofula 5428 
in the ten years. . 

Diseases of the brain and nervous system caused 48914 deaths in Scot- 
land during the ten years, thus constituting 7-963 per cent. of the specified 
causes of death, or causing 1701 deaths in every thousand persons annually, 
or 1701 deaths annually in every million. 

Of these diseases, Paralysis was the most fatal, having caused 14815 
deaths in the ten years, while Apoplexy caused 10932 deaths. Convulsions 
caused 7589 deaths; Cephalitis, 8489; Epilepsy, 2037; Delirium Tremens, 
646; Insanity, 617; Tetanus, 546; Chorea, 83; and undefined Disease of the 
Brain, 8160 deaths. 

Diseases of the heart and:blood vessels caused 24203 deaths in the ten 
years, thus constituting 3°940 per cent. of the causes of death, or causing 
841 deaths annually in every million persons. Of these, 22691 were attri- 
buted to Heart Disease, 760 to Pericarditis, and 752 to Aneurism. 

The inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs cut off 79929 
persons during the ten years, and thus constituted 13°012 per cent. of the 
specified causes of death, or caused 2°779 deaths annually in every thousand, 
or 2779 deaths annually in every million persons. 

Of these diseases, Bronchitis was the most fatal ; indeed, it is the second 
most fatal disease to which the inhabitants of Scotland are liable, Consump- 
tion being the most fatal. Bronchitis caused 43876 deaths in Scotland 
during the ten years, and thus constituted 7°143 per cent. of the specified — 
causes of death, or caused annually 1:525 deaths in every thousand, or 1525 
deaths in every million persons. Bronchitis is peculiarly under the influence 
of the weather; and it is worthy of note that the cold cycle of years, which 
commenced with 1860, seems to have aggravated that disease, causing it 
to be more prevalent and fatal. During 1860 the deaths from Bronchitis 
increased by 2000, or more than a third above the average of former years, 
and that increased mortality has ever since been maintained. 
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Pneumonia caused 21011 deaths; Asthma, 6652; Pleurisy, 3184 ; 
Laryngitis, 1532 ; and indefinite Disease of the Lungs, 3674. 


Diseases of the stomach and organs of digestion caused 47824 deaths in 


the ten years, and thus constituted 7°786 per cent. of the specified causes of 
death, or caused 1:663 deaths annually in every thousand, or 1663 deaths in 
every million persons. 

Of these diseases, ‘Teething caused 11115 deaths; undefined Disease of 
the Stomach, 6882; Enteritis, 9040; Peritonitis, 2713; Gastritis, 1604; 
Quinsey, 691; Ascites, 887; Ulceration of the Intestines, 1714; Hernia, 914; 
Ileus, 2736; Intussusception, 898; Stricture of Intestines, 218; Disease of the 
Pancreas, 13; Hepatitis, 1417; Jaundice, 1872; other Diseases of the Liver, 
5416; and Disease of the Spleen, 194. 

Diseases of the urinary organs caused 7668 deaths in the ten years, 
and thus constituted 1:248 per cent. of the specified causes of death, or 266 
deaths annually in every million persons. Of these deaths, 1628 were 
ascribed to Nephria, 674 to Diabetes, 668 to Stone, 487 to Nephritis, 440 


to Ischuria, 480 to Cystitis, 92 to Stricture of the Urethra, and 3204 to | 


undefined Disease of the Kidney. 

Childbirth and diseases of the generative organs caused 5015 deaths 
in the ten years, and thus constituted 0°816 per cent. of the specified causes 
of death, or caused 174 deaths annually in every million persons. Of these, 
281 deaths were ascribed to Paramenia, 634 to Ovarian Dropsy, 828 
to undefined Disease of the Uterus, and 3322 to Childbirth. ‘To these 
deaths in childbirth must be added the 1802 deaths from Childbed Fever, 
when it appears that 5124 mothers died during the ten years in giving birth 
to children. As 1,037,503 mothers during these ten years gave birth to 
1,050,527 children, it follows that one mother in every 202 died during 
childbirth, or nearly five deaths in every thousand mothers. 

Rheumatism caused 1388 deaths in the ten years; Inflammation of the 
Joints, 197; and chronic Diseases of the Joints and Bones, 1776. Carbuncle 
caused 205 deaths; Phlegmon, 84; and Diseases of the Skin, 427. 

Of the Malformations, Cyanosis caused 488 deaths; Spina Bifida, 324; 
and other Malformations, 664. 

28833 died within the year from birth of the debility arising from pre- 
mature birth or from originally weakly constitutions; 5217 died from 
Atrophy; 60950 from Old Age, without marked signs of disease; and 
1400 from Sudden Death, the exact cause of which was not ascertained. 

20901 violent deaths, or deaths from external causes, were registered 
during the ten years, constituting 3:403 per cent. of the causes of death, or 
causing annually 727 deaths in every million persons. It is astonishing how 
very regular these are from year to year, the little irregularity which does 
occur being chiefly caused by the fluctuations in the deaths from drowning. 
Such a large portion of the population is engaged in the fisheries, or in 
the necessary traffic between the islands, that a more than usual occurrence 
of storms of winds during any year tells immediately on the number of 
deaths by drowning. 

During the ten years, fractures and contusions caused 7403 deaths ; 
drowning, 4864; burns and sealds, 3121; suffocation, 901; wounds, 828; 
intemperance (alcoholie poisoning), 731; want of breast milk, 552; privation, 
61; neglect, 32; exposure to cold, 828; poison, 472; hanging, 466; and other 
violent causes not referable to any of the above, 1142 deaths. 

To enable those who are engaged in sanitary inquiries to arrive at 
proper conclusions relative to the prevalence and fatality of diseases in the 
Lown, Rural, and Insular Districts of Scotland, the tables of deaths for the 
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ten years have been so drawn up as to exhibit the number and proportion of 

deaths from each disease in the Insular, the Mainland-Rural, and Town 
Districts of Scotland. When properly studied, these tables reveal several 
most important and fundamental truths which writers on sanitary subjects 
seem to have overlooked to a very great extent, and which are only now 
alluded to in the hope that sanitary inquirers will pursue the subject for 
themselves. 

first, These tables prove, as has already been pointed out, that the 
general mortality in the Towns is one-third greater than in the Rural Districts. 

«Secondly, ‘These tables prove that every disease which prevails in the 
Towns, equally prevails in the Rural Districts. (The corollary from this is, 
that sanitary measures, even though so successful as to diminish the mortality 
of any town or place by one-third, would not extirpate any one disease.) 

Thirdly, These tables reveal that the increased mortality in the Towns 
is not caused by an increased prevalence and mortality of any one disease 
or class of diseases, but by a nearly uniform increased mortality of all 
diseases and all classes of disease. (The corollary from this is, that it is the 
general health which is impaired by a residence in towns; and that this 
lowered standard of health makes the town inhabitants more lable to take, 
and fall victims to all diseases.) 

Fourthly, These tables prove that the supposed great epidemic of 
Towns, viz. continued Fever, instead of being, as is commonly supposed, 
more prevalent in towns as compared with the other diseases, is not so 
prevalent as in the Rural Districts, seeing that the deaths from Fever in 
the towns only constituted 4°664 per cent. of the specified causes of death, 
but were 4°967 per cent. of the deaths in the Rural Districts. (The 
corollary from this is, that it is not over-crowding, filthiness, dirt, and want 
of drainage which is the cause of Fever, but only that these impair the 
general health, and render the person more liable to Fever, should the 
unknown atmospheric or telluric agencies which give rise to the disease 
cause Fever to attack the people.) 

Fifthly, ‘These tables prove that the class of diseases which have a 
purely atmospheric origin, and seem to be completely under the influence 
of temperature, viz. the inflammatory affections of the respiratory organs, 
in proportion to the other diseases, are more prevalent and fatal in’ the 
Towns than in the Rural Districts, seeing that in the Towns they constituted 
15:051 per cent. of the deaths, but only 11°258 per cent. of the deaths in 
the Rural Districts. (The corollary from this striking fact confirms all 
the conclusions above arrived at,—viz. that the health of the inhabitants of 
the towns being more impaired than those residing in the country, they 
are more easily, and are proportionally much more injuriously, affected by 
atmospheric vicissitudes, so that they perish in much higher proportions 
from those diseasés which ‘are clearly traceable to atmosplieric influences.) 


INFLUENCE OF EXTERNAL AGENCIES IN 1864. 


The influence of season on the births was as marked in 1864 as in - 
former years, the gréatest number of births occurring during the spring 
months—April, May, and June. 

In former Reports, several curious facts were stated regarding marriage 
in Scotland, all of which have been corroborated by the registrations of 
1864. Among these, attention was directed to the fondness of the Scottish 
people for contracting marriage on the last day of the year, provided that 
day did noé fall on a Saturday or a Sunday. It was shown that ever since 
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weather during any one year is almost always different, and its effect on 
the population different also. Attention has often been drawn to this fact 
in these Reports, and the year 1864 proved no exception to the general 
rule. Thus, while England had only 16°7 inches of rain during the year 
(being the smallest rainfall on record), Scotland had rather an excessive 
fall, seeing that a mean of 55 stations showed that the mean rainfall was 
38°6 inches. The two countries were therefore in opposite conditions as to 
moisture; and as almost all the meteorological phenomena are more or 
less connected with the deposit of rain, they also differed in the two countries. 

The daily number of deaths during each month closely corresponded 
with the mean temperature, and was greatest when the mean temperature 
was lowest. Thus, January, with its mean temperature of 36°:2, caused 
248 deaths daily; February, with its lower mean temperature of 33° "Os 
caused 252 deaths daily; and March, with its mean temperature of 37° 5, 
caused 246 deaths daily. The sheltered thermometer fell to 10°3 in 
January, to 3°°3 in February, and to 2° in March; the exposed ther- 
mometer to 3° in January, to —3d°, or three dearees below zero, in 
February, and to —2°, or two degrees below Zero, in March. 

April proved an unusually mild month, and felt almost like summer, 
the genial balmy weather coming suddenly after the wintry month of 
March. ‘The mean temperature of the month rose to 46°1, and the deaths 
fell to 215 daily. May was a pleasant, genial month, with a mean tem- 
perature of 50°, and the daily deaths fell to 194. During the second ere 
of the month, for two successive days the temperature rose above 80° 1 
the shade; but this excessive heat was checked by a severe Gee nate ana 
accompanied by heavy rain, which passed over Scotland on the 20th May. 
Smart frosts, early in the morning, occurred during the last days of May 
and the first week of June, accompanied with a greater prevalence than 
usual of east winds. ‘The frosts not only injured the foliage of the trees, 
and cut down the potatoes and tender garden shrubs and flowers, but tended 
to increase the mortality, so that, though the sun’s power caused the mean 
temperature of June to be 5304, or three and a half degrees higher than 
that of May, the baneful influence of the severe frosts during the night 
caused the daily deaths to increase to 199 daily. 


Lhe cold east winds continued till about the 11th of July, and from

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that date till the 20th the warmest weather during the year occurred. July 
therefore proved the warmest month of the year, the mean temperature 
having been 56°-7, and the daily deaths 176. 

Very dry and moderately warm weather prevailed during the month 
of August; and though the mean temperature was only 54°:4, the increase 
of bowel-complaints raised the daily deaths to 181. During the last week 
of August smart frosts oecurred in the mornings, more particularly over the 
southern half of Scotland, and was to such an extent as to damage the 
potato crop, and cause many of the woods to assume their autumnal tinting. 
The rainfall was also very deficient over the southern half of Scotland 
during that month. 

September, with its mean temperature of 52°:4, was a pleasantdry month, 
and the lowest mortality of the year occurred in it, being only 169 deaths 
daily. During the month the rainfall was deficient over all the southern 
half of Scotland. This deficiency of rain continued till the middle of 
October, when rain fell in such deluges that all the streams were flooded 
over Scotland, and much damage ensued. After this the temperature 
gradually fell, and with the fall of temperature the deaths increased ; so

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that October, with its mean temperature of 45°8, had 171 deaths daily ; 
November, with its mean temperature of 40°9, had 189 deaths daily ; and 
December, with its meau temperature of 30°°4, had 200 deaths daily. No 
severe frosts nor great falls of snow occurred during either November or 
December. Slight frosts, chiefly in the mornings, and slight partial falls of 
snow, chiefly in the upland hilly districts, were, however, noted during the 
latter half of December. 

In the present state of our knowledge it would be presumptuous to 
attempt to connect the prevalence of Fever as an epidemic with any of the 
meteorological phenomena. Through all the changed condition of the 
weather during the different months, its nature remained unaltered; but it 
is to be remarked, that it strictly followed the same law to which we have 
just seen all diseases are subject, viz. that it was most fatal during the coldest 
months, least fatal during the warmer, and in its fatality strictly followed 
the law of mean temperature, as has been fully shown at p. xlil. 

To show the connection of weather, but especially that of mean 
temperature, with the mortality of different diseases, Table XLVI. is reprinted 
from the * Supplement to the Monthly Returns for 1864 ;’ and it shows the 
monthly mortality from certain diseases and classes of disease in the eight 
principal towns of Scotland, along with a few of the more important 
meteorological phenomena deduced from observations taken in these towns. ’ 

Table XLVII. is appended for the sake of showing the general con- 
dition of the country as to its imports, exports, quantity of chief articles of 
diet, and of trade, imports, etc. From that table it may be deduced that 
the country was in a prosperous condition, that trade was brisk, capital 
abundant, food plentiful and cheap, and that the cotton trade had nearly 
recovered from the shock it sustained by the outbreak of the American war 
in 1861. The prevalence, therefore, of Fever as an epidemic, and the high 
mortality of all diseases, could not be attributed to destitution in the labouring 
classes, nor to any scarcity or bad quality of the food. This fact, therefore, 
almost goes the length of proving that the high mortality from all diseases, 
and the prevalence of Fever as an epidemic, was owing to meteorological 
conditions of the atmosphere not yet discovered.
